Him Be-Own Master, But Try to 
Instill Sense of Right and Wrong. 


We want our children to be ambiti- 


ous. Nothing is dearer to a mother's 
heart than to dream of the day when 
her boy or girl will set up his' will 
against the world and'beat it. 


If she is an observing person she 


knows 
that 
few 
people 
succeed 


through lucky breaks. Also she knows 
that few get there altogether by brains. 
It takes fortitude, perseverance and 
above all "will" to make a place in 
the world. Something assertive. Shove, 
push and the determination to get 
'what one wants. 


But this is a terribly hard thing to 


get into a child, for it must be en- 
couraged in childhood if it is to be 
real, and at the same time make him 
obedient. 
*• 


Handling the Strong-Willed 


The chances are that almost every 


time he wants his own way he isn't 
allowed to have it This time it isn't 
a free and equal fight with other can- 
didates of his own ability and age, 
but an unfair balance where his op- 


; ponents are his parents, older, wiser, 


stronger, and \yith the sceptre of au- 
thority on their side. 


So what is to be done? Shall she 


give in to Bob or Mary when .they 
want'pi dp-things-she doesn't approve 
of and enlist her husband to do the • 
same thing, 10* shall she take a chance 
and continue to dominate and dictate 
and see to it that they obey unques- 
tionably? 


If all children were alike the an- 


swer might be to take a safe middlel 
course, and to do both, encouraging 
obedience, at the same time being 
careful not to break spirit. Usually a 
keen parent can and does work this 
out pretty well. But the truth is that 
the very strong-willed child presents 
a problem that baffles the best of us. 
He seems to know no half-measure 
but wants his own way all the time. 
He doesn't want to compromise or lis- 
ten to reason. 


It seems .then as though there is just 


one solution. Let him be his own 
master, but try to instill in him a 
strong sensc-of right and wrong. Let 
him obsy, but obey himself. Let him 
be controlled, (jut controlled by him- 
self. Let him be judged, but judged 
by himself. 


Bring Out G.apd in Child 


Usually the strong-willed child is a 


pretty smart child. He is quick to see 
justice, even as he is quick to resent 
injustice. 


Character growth that includes sym- 


pathy, generosity, truth and service is 
to be made much pf in such a child. 
The stronger the-will the more of the 
virtues will he need to carry that 
will to a great end. 


To thwart the. independent boy or 


1 girl is absolutely necessary only when 


undesirable traits have got a start. 
What we must guard against in this 
however is in jumping to the conclus- 
ion that they are no good because 
they refuse to obey us every minute. 
Try to see the good in them and bring 
it out. Be chary of negative orders 
to avoid argument. And blaze a trail 
that parent and child may follow to- 
gether rather than against each other. 


Nurse will and you have ambition 


backed by real force, break it and you 
kill both. Parents should agree on a 
course and work it out together.

AUSTIN.—W)—The Texas court of 


criminal appeals Wednesday ordered 
Edwin Brinker, held in Texarkana 
on a charge of murder in the death 
of P. A. McSwuin, released on $5000 
bail. 


The court found there was not suf- 


ficient evidence in the record to auth- 
orize denial of Brinker's release on 
bail. The attorney /or the appeals 
court expressed belief bail should be 
ganted. 


McSwain's body was found in a pan- 


try of the rouse where he resided. It 
WHS wraped in a sheet upon which 
there were powder burns and blood 
and a hole, indicating he had been 
shot while wapped in the sheet. 


Attorneys 
f o r 
Brinker 
alleged 


Brinker was subjected to rigorous 
questioning for 17 rours by Texas 
rangers and local officers and that a 
confession was finally wrung from 
him through "torture." 


The appeals court referred to the 


questioning as an "inquisition" and 
said the confession was in conflict 
with a sworn statement of Brinker 
that he had nothing to do with the 
.shooting. The appeals court said that 
the sworn statement, if true, would 
exculpate Brinker.
